Confined library space, inadequate biological science laboratories, the absence of language 
laboratories, and the dearth of office spare are only a few of the problems that confront 
us. But ingenuity works wonders. Where school planners left off, students and teachers 
took over — and a Centennial Corner and a students’ lounge were born. How many times 
this kind of practical creativity has been repeated! 

And the cement blocks have not confined us. We have looked through the windows to 
the world beyond. To the community, and our dimes have helped U.C.F. To the war 
cripples, and our nickels have swelled the Poppy Fund. To the sick, and our blood has 
saved lives. As a UNESCO Associated School our horizons have been extended to the four 
corners of this often sad, and frequently turbulent, planet. Two orphans supported. 
U.N.1.C.E.F. People concerned with people. 

In the 1960’s we have witnessed a resurgence of the belief in the dignity, the 
individuality, and the worth of man. Whether or not the dreams and hopes of the 
believers will be realized during the next decade is, in some measure, up to you. It is my 
sincere wish that your experience as a citizen of Q.E.C.H.S. will stand you in good stead 


as a citizen of the world.

ON WRITING AN ESSAY 


From time immemorial, that beloved era directly preceding time memorial, man has sought to express 
himself by communicating his thoughts and emotions. From the guttural grunts of the grub-eating Aborigines 
to the’ fluttering falsetto of Tiny Tim; from the rhythmic wails of the Watusi warriors to the strains and 
screeches of the swinging sixties’ psychedelia; from the crude creations of the Magnon cave dwellers to the 
perplexing paintings of Picasso; a gamut of. methods and media of self-expression lies within man’s fingertips. 
Yet from these myriad instruments of communication fate has so often chosen one, yea only one, for use by 
the senior high school student: the essay. 

On entering the senior high school, the student commences a three year scholastic trek. While on this 
path, though he slips to the pit of slothfulness, though he meanders in the valley of tardiness and truancy, 
though he staggers through the desolate plain of boredom, he presses on, his eyes affixed to the High 
Schoo! Diploma emblazoned on the distant horizon. Many an essay falls across his path, an obstacle which - 
must be met and overcome. And so, the scholar must become acquainted with the skills of the essay. 

The student should be prepared, for at any time an essay may be assigned by any one of a number of 
species he finds inhabiting the hallowed halls of learning; those teachers of English (magister Anglia), those 
of biology (magister scientiae vitae), and perhaps those of social studies (magister studiorum sociorum). One 
should expect the announcement of an essay to cause great groans of disapproval from his compatriots (not 
unlike the guttural grunts of the grub-eating Aborigines) to resound throughout the classroom.

The 
student's toil shall not go unrewarded, for on that day when the essay is rendered by the teacher, the 
teacher’s written laud and honour shall grace the pages of the composition. And the melancholic whines of 
those who forgot that colon and became entangled in the web of grammatical vice and folly, or those who 
dared write their essay without assistance from the intelligentsia of the ages shall drift from the classroom.
